EXAMINER'S AMENDEMNT

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 7-10 are now cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement for reasons for allowance: 
Claim 1-6 are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited references taken 
individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose a method for protecting 
Ethernet data packets transmitted over SDH/SONET traffic in a ring-like optical network 
formed by a number of nodes, the method is comprising: utilizing MS-SPRING/BLSR 
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system for SDH/SONET traffic protection detecting at least one isolated node in the 
network, and performing protection of the Ethernet data packets at the SDH/SONET 
layer by preventing initiation of a squelching algorithm of the MS- SPRING/BLSR 
system with respect to the SDH/SONET virtual containers carrying the data Ethernet 
packets, while ensuring that there is no standardized use of byte J1 in the network, with 
respect to the SDH/SONET virtual containers carrying the Ethernet packets.
